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HE RAPID IXCRKASH in the use of 
stone for building and monumental 
work has warranted the erection of a 
large and perfectly equipped power 
plant for sawing and dressing marble, 
granite and other stone. This plant, 
the largest one of its kind in the South, 
was designed for handling large con- 
tracts for stone work, and is the latest 



addition to the facilities installed in my building 
and monumental stone works. 

Being prepared to handle the stone from its arrival 
in the rough state, through all the processes required to 
change it to the desired forms, enables me to com- 
pete successfully with other concerns whose facilities 
are not so complete and up to date. At the same 
time the recent improvements in machinery insure a 
better class of work than is possible wdth inferior 
machinery or hand labor. 

I have here endeavored to give a brief description 
of the operation of the plant, as w^ell as some illustra- 
tions showing the several classes of work mentioned. 




The sawing of stone is a simple and at the same 
time a very tedious and uninteresting process, the 
pecuUar feature of it being that the sawing is accom- 
plished by the use of a toothless soft iron band about 
an eighth of an inch thick. A number of these bands, 
or saws, as they are called, are securely fastened to a 
movable iron frame at different intervals, the distance 
depending upon the size or thickness into which the 
large stone is to be cut. This frame is designated a 
gang, and any number of saws to the width of the 
gang can be used. 

The blocks of stone are placed under the gang and 
" the frames are fed down automatically, the movement 
of the saws back and forth with sand and water fed 
under the soft iron bands, accomplishing the cutting. 
The constant rubbing of the sand by the saws gradu- 
ally wears the saws down through the stone. The 
speed vrith which these big blocks are cut varies with 
the hardness of the stone. 



When comparison is made between this process of 
cutting stone and the old-time and very laborious 
manner of cutting by hand, the advantage of the 
former method is very apparent. Not only is a great 
saving in time effected but the surfaces are much more 
accurate, and require less dressing off to bring to per- 
fection. 

The dressing or smoothing off of the surfaces of 
stone is accomplished by setting the stones against a 
horizontal bar and on top of a rapidly revolving metal 
table, upon which sand and water are continually 
fed. The grinding of the sand and water between 
the metal and the stone causes the surface to be w^orn 
down smooth. 

The polishing is also done by power, by means 
of a revolving disk and the usual polishing mediums. 
The work done in this way is much more uniform in 
appearance than that done by hand, is accomplished in 
much less time, and at a considerable saving in cost. 

In this little booklet will be found views of the saws 
and polisher, from which some idea of the workings 
as described may be obtained. I also show views of 
the Cosmopolitan Hotel and the Teutonia Insurance 



building as illustrating the scope of work done by this 
establishment. 

I undertake to furnish stone cut and dressed, and 
where desired will contract for the putting up of the 
stone work, as was the case in the erection of the 
buildings referred to above. In this way it is possible 
to get much better results, as the entire job is under 
one supervision. 

I am now engaged on the stonework for the Milli- 
ken Memorial and Godchaux buildings, besides inte- 
rior work for Fabacher's restaurant and many smaller 
contracts. 

In the public buildings and cemeteries of the city 
will be found statuary work, designed and contracted 
for by this establishment. My facilities for such work 
are exceptional, and I will be pleased to communicate 
with any individuals or organizations contemplating 
the purchase of anything in this special line.
